Riomiojnj, "Va., May 19.— Ex-Oovemor 
Wllli&m Smith died at his reeidenc« in Fau- 
quier county, Vir- 
ginia, at 9 o'clock 
this morning. Mr. 
SnUth was bom in 
1797 in King 
George county, Vir- 
ginia. He was a 
figure in the history 
of his statu und of 
the nntiiin. In his 
curly (lays he was a 
mail contractor and 
baeaose of hto re- 
peated demands for 
BX-oovERNOR SMITH, extra compensation 
he grew to l>e kn wn as "Extra Hilly' 
Smith. Hi' was di ' l i.,i :'tt«i governor tw u 
score of years (iK'o ami when the war was 
brought t« a clo.se he was again c'hos«'n gov- 
ernor, having been elected this ti;ne because 
of his fighting qualities as colonel of the 
Forty-ninth Vli^inia infantry. 

Before the war Mr. Smith frequently rej>- 
resented his district in oongnms, iind he was 
on th*' floor of the houw when Lincoln wa« 
Inauguratol. He startled every U«ly at that 
time by calling for egguog, which he drank 
on the floor of the house. While governor 
he was twice the nominee of the Ltemocrats 
for United Statee senator, end was beaten 
ftrst by R. M. T. Hunter aad afterward by 
Jamee M. Mason, by a coalition of the solid 
Whig minority and the Calhoun Democrata. 
H» canvassed Pennsylvania for Buchanan 
In 186A, at Mr. Buchanan's urgent retjuest, 
and made many converts for tt>e DonuK-rat^ 
by his ingenious pleas. As a politician he 
was distinguished more by dexterity than by 
boldness. As a soldier during the war — he 
fought on the Confederate side— -be was the 
smhtem of valor, rather than of tactical skill. 
"Fall in, Forty-ninth Virginia," will come 
back to many a Virginian soldier as be re- 
oalls the rallying cry to IStiinailt ttt 
brava ax-Q ovemor Smith.
